I prefume to fay, Our ftopping of Trade 
with France, both during the laft War and 
this, has been a great many Millions Dae 
mage to us, and much mere fo, than it has 
to them ; and yet the main thing, viz. The 
preventing Intelligence, and Correfpondence 
between the Unfaithful in both. Nations, has not 
been prevented neither. 

For Example. . 

In the late War, great Care was taken te 
prevent our Shipping Corn and Lead, - from 
England to France, for the Supply of our Ene- 
mies, the French; and fume People were Pu- 
nifhed for the breach of this Law, tho’ not 
near the Number of thofe that were Guilty. 

Now, If keeping the French from our Corn, 
would have ftarv’d them, and kept them from 
Bread ; as we were Enemies, I grant, we ought 
to have done it, and done it more Effeétually 
than we did, they having at that time, a great 
fcarcity, and a {ucceffion of bad Harvefts, for 
fix or {even Seafons together: But while by 
this Prohibition, we only fent our Corn to Flan- 
ders and Holland, and they fold it tothe French 
ata double Price; ’tis plain, we only cheated 
our felves, the Frewch had the Corn, and the 
Flemings had the Profit. 

The like in our Leads if by Prohibiting the 
French from our Lead, we could have prevent- 
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fhoot at us, we had ¢ion, joy th
